Several thousands of Americana who 
m.iy h.irboiir tlie Pweet dclu.'iiou that 
they have left lasting iflrords of their 
visits to London by inscribing their 
nnnies upon the nionuuient which atands 
in tlie city to commemorate tlie great 
fire of ICOG, will be sorry to Iciim tliat 
their signatures and initialM have been 
written and Bcrntched upon the inner 
walls Oi the monument during the last 
seven year.s, and doubtlesa a good num- 
ber of Americans hnvo sailed homo 
plen-snntly Convinced that tho records of 
their having climbed SIS steps wouhi 
remain as Jong as the black lead with 
which it was inscribed should endure. 
These records have been wipfid out, antl 
throe coats of fresh paint given to "the 
inner walls of the monument. It ig 
seven years since the last process of the 
kind.

New York Skyscrapers. 

Hereafter No New Btillding Must Bo 
Over 250 Feet In Heieht, 

The mad race among builders for put- 
ting up tho tallest skyscraper is to ba 
brouglit to a sudden end, says a New 
York .iournal, by drastic regulations 
which have b=en adoptfsd recently bv the 
Building Code IJeviaion Commission, 
'fhcBo rogulalions, which will revolu- 
(rotiize building construction in Now 
Y"i-k City after ,Tan. 1, provides that no 
new building shall bo over 2G0 foot in 
height. This law sounds the doom *fi 
tho modern freak skyscraper, and means 
that hereafter no more buildings of the 
Singer or Metropolitan Life class, re- 
spectively .193 and (358 feet high, can go 
lip iu that city. 

J'or the ne.tt ten years at loast, if tha 
aldormen and Board of BUtiinato ap- 
prove the now regulations, the height of 
skyscrapers will bo limited to approil- 
mutely twenty Btoroya. , ^j

The dcfcEidanLs were convicted by 
ithe Police Magistrate on a charge of 
Iceoping a disorderly house, ui u eoni- 
pion betting houae, at the Woodbine 
tacctrack. They appealed the case nnrt 
^he Court of Appeal qiia.shod the con- 
viction. In giviag judgment Chief 
0'u8tice jUoss said, "The defendants nnd 
their assiataiits did not use any dcst, 
Btool, umbrelln, tent or booth ot any 
hind where beta were made. No part of 
the general eaeloBiirc wa.s allotted to 
thorn; they were not restricted io ajiy 
part of tho general enclosure, and no 
one hud any rights or privileges there- 
in. There was nothing in or on the 
grounds to tix a place where the de- 
fendants could be found." To remedy 
this state of affairs new legislation 
must bo enacted, and we very much

COSTLY FOODSTOrFS. 

There is a special despatch from Ot- 
tawa iu tlie daily iiajiprs that affords 
considerable satisfaction to the honae- 
holdcr. Dairv Commissioner J. A. Bud. 
dii'k has explaintd that the present high 
price of bill tor in tho towns and cities 
of Canada ia just about the limit -which 
can bo cluirged by pmducera in this 
countrv, inasmuch as further rises could 
be met by importations of butter from 
Denmark or other European sources, 
which can prolitfibly be placed on the 
market at thirty cents, as good but- 
ter in London is now about 24 cents 
a pounil, nnd it can be sent across the 
Atlantic and iii.irkoted here with a fair 
margin of profit at an additional cost 
of five or ais cents a pound- Perhaps 
the exorbitant charges on other classes 
of foodstuffs could be met in a similar 
fashion. At any rate the prevailing 
prices are a matter for stuteanicn to 
consider, as they do not further the 
development of the country.

There is ,a stringency in the money 
markets at the present time that is 
making itself felt in all walks of life, 
nevcrtholes.'i France has gold enough and 
to spare. Asa m.-ittcr of fact, it has been 
stated that Franco alone holds about 
n third of all the coined money in tho 
world, and yet big wages, and high 
prices do not rule in France, and eon- 
Hcquently it U not a nation that pro- 
duce} a big crop of niijlionairea. It is, 
however, a thrifty nation, nearly every 
one saves, and it is said no one is idle. 
Therefore tlie principle of small profits 
and quick returns is obvioualy the beat. 
There is also French skill and taste 
that is to be considered and which is 
no doubt n valuable asset to the na- 
tion, As a ease in point, the owner 
of a coal mine figured his proflt on 
digging fifty tons of coal and shipping 
it to France tho exact equivalent of the 
price of his wife's Parisian hat. For- 
eign buyers paid France for this kind 



of thinR last year no less than .$240,000,- 
OuO. We havo heard something nbont 
earning money like huraea a»u tipciiuiug 
it like nsses.
